INTRODUCTION 


During our study of cantharid collections at the Institute of Zoology, Chinese Academy 
of Sciences, Beijing, China (IZAS), 16 species of the subfamily Cantharinae, involving the 
following nine genera, Cantharis L., 1758 (4 species), Fissocantharis Pic, 1921 (1 species), 
Habronychus Wittmer, 1981 (1 species), Lycocerus Gorham, 1889 (2 species), Rhagonycha 
Eschscholtz, 1830 (2 species), Stenothemus Bourgeois, 1907 (1 species), Walteriella Kazan- 
tsev, 1999 (1 species), Malthacus Kirby, 1837 (2 species) and Podabrus Westwood, 1838 (2 
species), are recorded to the Chinese fauna for the first time. The classification of Cantharidae 
follows that of Kazantsev and Brancucci (2007) and some change on the generic names by 
Takahashi (2007) and by Yang, Brancucci and Yang (2009).
